ADMIRAL DEWEY’S REPORT OF 
HIS MANILA VICTORY. 


THE VICTORIOUS ADMIRAL | 


HONOURED BY THE PRESIDENT | 
AND THE UNITED STATES. 


THE SPANISH ADMIRAL MON TosO's 
HEROISM. | 
HE record of this remarkable war has con- | 
clusively proved one fact. That is, the | 
incalculable value of Great Britain’s 
electric telegraph cables, for the laying of | 
which—across the Atlantic and to the Far} 
East—the world was immeasurably indebted to | 
the genius of the late Sir John Pender, G.C.M.G., 
who began the great work which is being worthily | 
continued by his sons, Sir James and Mr. John | 
Denison Pender, and those associated with them 
in the magnificent enterprise. The breaking of 
the Manila cable brought home to us the great 
usefulness of our, ocean telegraph-lines. For 
well-nigh a week we had to wait for the details of 
Admiral Dewey’s Annihilation of the 
Spanish Fleet at Manila. 


Though this memorable triumph was achieved 
by the American Admiral on Sunday, May 1, 
it was not until the following Wednesday, 
May 4, that Admiral Dewey sent his official

| messages from Manila by the U.S. despatch-boat 


Hugh McCulloch to Hong-Kong, only forty hours 
distance, to be cabled to Washington (via 
England, be it stated). 


Admiral Dewey’s First Despatch 
(dated the evening of May 1) was as follows— 


**T arrived off Manila at daybreak to-day, and 
having entered the buy, found the enemy’s fleet, 


port battery. To the seaward were the cruisers 
Don Juan de Austria, Don Antonio de Ulloa, Isla de 
Cuba, Isia de Luzon, Correo, Marques del Duero, and 
General Lezo: ‘These ships and the flag - ship 
remained under way during most of the action. 
With the United States flag flying at all the 
mastheads our ships moved to the attack in line 
ahead with a speed of eight knots, first passing 
in front of Manila, where the action was begun 
by three batteries mounting guns powerful 
enough to send shell over us at a distance of five 
miles. The’ Concord replied to these batteries 
with two shots only, as we could not fire at those

which I at once engaged, with the result that guns without sending death and destruction into

I have complete control of the bay and 
can take the city at any time. Our squadron is 
in excellent health and spirits. The Spanish loss

The ‘‘New York Herald ” Special’s 
Narrative,

Writing from Manila on May Day the New 
York Herald’s War Correspondent said: Com- 
modore Dewey arrived off Manila Bay last 


| [Saturday] night and decided to enter the bay at 


once. With all lights out the squadron steamed 
into Boca Grande, with the crews at the guns, in 


| the following order, which was kept during the 


‘whole of the first battle: Olympia, Baltimore, 
Raleigh, Petrel, Concord, and Boston. 

There was bright moonlight, but not until the 
flag-ship had passed a mile beyond Corregidor 
Island was a gun fired. Then one heavy shot 
went screaming over the Raleigh and Olympia, 
followed by a second farther astern. 

The Raleigh, Concord, and Boston replied, the 
Concord’s shells exploding apparently exactly in 
the shore battery, which fired no more.

Submarine Mines Exploded 
ahead of the flag-ship at six minutes past five 
o’clock. The Spaniards had evidently misjudged 
our position. Commodore Dewey had fought 
with Farragut at New Orleans and Mobile, and 
hence did not allow torpedoes to change his 
plans. As no other mines exploded it is believed 
the Spaniards had only these two in place. 

A few minutes later the shore-battery at 
Cavite Point sent over the flag-ship a shot that 
nearly hit the battery in Manila. But soon the 
guns got better range, and the shells began to 
strike near us or burst close aboard from both 
| the batteries and the Spanish vessels. The heat 
| was intense, and the men stripped off all their 
| clothing except their trousers. 
| As the Olympia drew nearer, the ship was as 
| silent as if empty, except for the whirr of the 
| 


blowers and the throb of the engines. Suddenly, 

[as a shell burst directly over us, a hoarse cry 
| came from the boatswain’s mate at the after 
5-in. gun, and

arose from the five hundred men at the guns. 
The watchword was caught up in the turrets and 
| fire-rooms, until, wherever seaman or fireman 
stood at his post, ‘‘ Remember the Maine !’’ had 
rung out for defiance and revenge. The utter- 
ance seemed unpremeditated, but it was evidently 
in every man’s mind, and now that the moment 
had come to make an adequate reply to the 
murder of the Maine's crew, every man shouted 
what was in his heart. The Olympia was now 
ready to begin the fight. 


Commodore Dewey, 


| his chief of staff, Commander Lamberton, and 
his aide, myself, with the executive officer, 
Lieutenant Rees, and the navigator, Lieutenant 
Calkins—who conned the ship most admirably— 
were on the forward bridge. Captain Gridley 
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was in the conning-tower, as it was deemed 
unsafe to run the risk of losing all the senior 
officers by one shell. 

“You may fire when you are ready, Captain 
Gridley,’’ said the Commodore, and at 5.41 o’clock 
in the morning, at a distance of 5500 yards, the 
starboard 8-in. gun in the forward turret roared 
forth our compliments to our Spanish foes. 

Presently, similar guns aboard the Baltimore 
and the Boston sent their ?50 1b. shells hurtling 
towards the Castilla and the Reina Christina. The 
range was too great for accuracy, and the 
Spaniards seemed encouraged to fire faster, 
knowing exactly our distance, while we had to 
guess theirs. Their ship and shore guns were 
making things hot for us. 


The Piercing Scream of Shot 


was varied often by the bursting of time-fuse 
shells, fragments of which would lash the water 
like shrapnel or cut our huli and rigging. One . 


large shell that was coming straight at the 


Olympia’s forward bridge fortunately fell much 
less than a hundred feet away. One fragment 
cut the rigging exactly over the heads of Com- 
mander Lamberton, Lieutenant Rees, and my- 
self. Another struck the bridge gratings in line 
with it. A third passed just under the Com- 
modore, and gouged a hole in the deck. But 
incidents like these were plentiful. 

Our men naturally chafed at being exposed 
without returning the fire from all our guns. 
But they. laughed at the danger, and chaffed 
good-humouredly. There were a few nervous 
fellows who could not help dodging mechanically 
when a shell burst close aboard or when one 
would strike the water and pass overhead with 
the peculiar sputtering roar that is made by the 
tumbling of a rifled projectile. 

Still the flag-ship steered for the centre of the 
Spanish line, and, as our ships were astern, the 
Olympia got most of the Spaniards’ attention. 
Owing to our deep draught, the Commodore felt 
constrained to change his course at a distance 
of 4000 yards and run parallel to the Spanish 
column, 


“« Open with All the Guns,” 


he said, and, as the ship brought her port broad- 
side bearing, the roar of all her 5-in. rapid- 
firers was followed by the deep diapason of her 
after-turret 8-inchers. Soon our other vessels 
were equally hard at work, and we could see 
that our shells were making Cavite Harbour 
hotter for the Spaniards than they had made 
the approach for us. 

Protected by the shore batteries, and safe 
against a close attack by the shallow water, they 
were in a strong position, putting up a gallant 
fight. The Spanish ships were sailing back and 
forth behind the Castilla, and their fire, too, was 
hot. One shot struck the Baltimore and passed 
clean through her, fortunately hitting no one. 
Another ripped up her main deck, disabled the 
6-in. gun, and exploded a box of three-pounder 
ammunition, wounding eight men. The Olympia 
was struck abreast a gun in the ward-room by « 
shell which burst outside, doing little damage. 

The signal halyards were cut from Lieutenant 
Brumby’s hand on the after-bridge. A shell 
entered the Boston’s port quarter and burst in 
Ensign Doddridge’s state-room, starting a hot 
fire; and a fire was also caused by a shell burst- 
ing in the port hammock netting Both these 
fires were quickly put out. Another shell passed 
through the Boston’s foremast, just in front of 
Captain Wildes, on the bridge. 

After having made four runs along the Spanish 
line, finding the chart incorrect, Lieutenant 
Calkins, the, Olympia’s navigator, told the Com- 
modore that he believed he could take the ship 
nearer the enemy. 

With the lead going to watch carefully the 
depth of water, the flag-ship started over the 
course for the fifth time, running within two 
thousand yards of the Spanish ves-els. At this 
range even the 6-pounders were effective. ‘The 
storm of shells that now poured upon the un- 
fortunate Spaniards began to show marked 
results. Three of the enemy’s vessels were 
seen to be burning, and their fire slackened. 
On finishing this run 

The Commodore Decided to Give 
the Men their Breakfast, 


as they had been at the guns for two hours with 
nothing but one cup of. coffee to sustain them. 
At 7.35 a.m. the action ceased temporarily, the 
other ships passing the flag-ship and cheering 
lustily. : 

Our ships remained beyond range of the 
enemy’s guns till 10.50 a.m., when the cignal 
for close action again went up, the Baltimore 
being given the place of honour in the lead, 
with the flag-ship following and the other 


ships as before. The Baltimore began the 
firing at the Spanish ships and batterics 
at 11.16 o'clock, making a series of hits 


as if at target practice. The Spaniards 
replied very slowly, and the Commodore sig- 
nalled the Raleigh, Boston, Concord, and Letrel to 
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80 into the inner harbour and destroy all the 
enemy’s ships. The little Petrel’s light draught 
enabled her to move up within 1000 yards. 
Here, firing with swift deliberation and accuracy, 
she commanded everything still flying the Spanish 

The other ships were, also doing their 
whole duty, and soon not one red and yellow 
ensign remained aloft, except on a battery up

The Valour of Admiral Montojo. 


The New York Sun and other American papers of 
mark also had special reports cabled from Hong- 
Kong. Gathering information from these journals, 
the ‘‘ Central News ” representative at New York 
Said: The resumption of the battle was marked 
by & superb display of courage and determina- 
tion on the part of the Spanish flag-ship Reina 
Christina. Putting on full steam, Admiral 
Montojo directed his ship straight at the 
Olympia, with apparently the desperate intention 
of attacking at close quarters an enemy nearly 
double the size of his own vessel. The attempt 
Was inevitably bound to fail. The Reina 

ristina was swept by the fire of the big guns of 
two American cruisers. Each sheli struck the 

aring Spaniard and wrought havoc on her 
decks. Several tore right through her, and 
finally she had to draw off in asinking condition.

How the United States Honoured Dewey. 


On receipt. of Admiral Dewey’s despatches, 
Mr. Long, Secretary of the American Navy, 
cabled to Admiral Dewey thanking him, in the 
name of the President and people in the United 
States, and also his officers and men, for the 
splendid achievement and overwhelming victory, 
and notifying him that he has been raised to the 
rank of Acting Admiral. 

Mr. Long added that the President would 
recommend Congress to pass him a vote of thanks 
as à basis for further promotion. - In his Message 
to the Congress upon the subject, President 
McKinley said: “The magnitude of the victory 
can hardly be measured by the ordinary 
standards of naval warfare. Outweighing any 
material advantage is the moral effect of this 
initial success.’’

Lieutenant Rowan Back from Cuba. 


Lieutenant Rowan, the agent of the United 
States War Department, who has been visiting 
Cuba, arrived last Monday at Nassau, New 
Providence. He successfully accomplished his 
mission, and had an interview with the insurgent 
leaders. He incidentally saw Admiral Sampson’s 
fleet steering in an easterly direction. The 
return voyage from Cuba to Nassau was made 
in an open boat. 

Little Sea-Fight off Cuba. 

Fighting took place last Monday between the 
gun boats Antonio Lopez, Alerta, and Ligera, and 
three American vessels near Cardenas: The 
latter were attempting to effect a landing when 
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Major-General Miles to Invade Cuba. 


Major-General Miles told the correspondent of 
the Daily Mail at Washington last Monday 
morning that he intended to send 60,000 troops 
to Cuba. He said he hoped to despatch an 
advance guard of 15,000 men from New Orleans 
and Tampa by Sunday. 

The first section of the army to“move on Cuba 
will all be regulars, seasoned, disciplined, and 
effective. They will be followed by 50,000 
volunteers, which the War Department is 
arranging to muster and send south imme- 
diately. 

The New York regiments will be among the 
first to be moved. It is estin ated that thirty 
vessels will be required to convey the troops and 
their supplies and equipment to Cuba. After 
the landing, the American and Cuban forces 
will make a united advance against Havana. 

General Nelson A. Miles, head of the army, 
will command the Ist. Division of regulars ; 
Brigadier-General John J. Coppinger will com- 
mand the 2nd Division; and the Ist Division 
of the volunteer forces will be commanded by 
Major-General Fitzhugh Lee. 

An artist, just arrived from Gomez’s camp in 
Cuba, says (so wired the Daily News special at 
Key West last Monday) there are 18,000 Cubans 
in the neighbourhood of Sancti Spiritus. They 
are short of arms and ammunition, and also have 
a difficulty in obtaining sufficient food, but they 
are full of enthusiasm, and desire to co-operate 
with the American army. The condition of the 
reconcentrados is described as pitiable in the 
extreme. 


Generals Gomez and Garcia. 


The two leaders of the Cuban insurgents are 
Generals Gomez and Garcia. Both were in the 
field in the last Cuban revolt, and both are 
masters in the art of guerilla warfare. Since the 
death of Antonio Maceo and the capture of 
Rivera, Maximo Gomez has been the life and soul 
of the Cuban insurrection. He was intimately 
associated with Maceo in the conduct of the 
revolt, and exercises great influence over his

followers. In 1896 his march through the island 
from Santiago to Pinar del Rio was the signal 
for five provinces to rise in succession. He made 
effective his decree forbidding the grinding of 
sugar-cane, and thus deprived the Spaniards of 
revenue and arrested industry. In this way he 
defeated the plans of Marshal Martinez Campos, 
and has ever since shown unmistakable vigour 
and resource. Gomez is the man upon whom 
the Americans chiefly depend. 

General Garcia comes of an old and wealthy 
Cuban family. In the last rebellion he was 
captured by the Spaniards and sentenced to 
death. He became so ill, however, that his 
execution was deferred. Finally he was taken 
to Spain, where he was allowed to do pretty 
much as he liked. When Weyler came on the 
scene Garcia managed to leave Spain and made 
for Cuba. He was soon in contact with the 
other insurgent chiefs, and during the past two 
years has worked and fought for a free Cuba. 
According to those who have met him, Garcia 
is a singularly good-looking man, with charming 
manners. 


The American Torpedo-boat 
“ Winslow’s’”’ Plucky Fight with Three 
Spanish Gun-boats off Cardenas. 


We learn from a New York World’s cablegram 
that on Sunday afternoon last the U.S. torpedo- 
boat Winslow gave considerable soothing syrup 
to three Spanish gun-boats off Cardenas. ‘ The 
three gun-boats slipped their cables and” ran 
bravely to the safety limit, with their three bow 
6-pounders trained to 2000 yards. Presently the 
signals told the Spaniards that the torpedo-boat 
was within theone-mile range. Instead of running 
away, she upset the calculations of the enemy 
by driving ahead and attacking the gun-boats. 
Lieutenant. Bernadou gave the word to the men 
stationed at the two forward 1-pounders, which 
barked viciously and dropped shells into the 
midst of the flotilla. The Winslow swung broad- 
side on, so as to bring her two after guns 
to bear on the Spaniards as they scattered, 
and she was soon peppering the three of 
them at once. At last a 1-pound shell from the 
torpedo-boat struck the hull of the Pinzon u little 
after midships, apparently exploding inside. 
The Americans yelled with delight, and the 
Pinzon stopped, evidently disabled. One of her 
comrades went to assist her, and as the Spaniards 
had now retreated where they could not be 
followed, on account of the mines, she was able 
to limp homeward in tow. During this episode 
the Machias had returned, and hurled two 4-inch 
shells, accelerating the enemy’s flight. The 
crew of the Winslow were indignant at this 
interruption in their affairs, and signalled to the

OW is the time if you want 
ducks to lay all next 
winter to put by a lot of 
ducklings. If, on the 
other hand, you have a 
lot of ducklings that you 
do not wish to keep and 
they are about thirteen 
weeks old, and have been 
well fed, now is the time 
that you can get 5s. or 6s. 
euch for them. After

maturing table-bird. They are, however, very fertile, lay 
for long periods, and will sometimes keep on right into 
winter. Please remember that the taste of a duck’s egg 
depends greatly upon how the ducks are fed. Fishing up 
offal and garbage, and frogs’ spawn, ete., from bogs and 
ponds is what ducks are fond of, but those foods do not 
improve the flavour of the eggs. Ducks will lay best 
during their second year, but they fall off in their third to 
about equal their first year’s produce.
